British Postal Department 

[London T^7u g . 20th.) 

The Report of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral for the year 1873 is a very re- 
markable record of achievement and 
advance. It is issued in the name of 
Lord John Manners, but the work of 
which it describes the results was 
done under the direction of his Lib- 
eral predecessors. Postmasters-Gen- 
eral, however, may come and go, but 
the permanent staff of the Post Office 
remains, and it is the permanent -stall 
that does the real work. Perhaps it 
may be objected that a sense of power 
brings with it some impatience of con- 
trol, and that the Post Office staff are 
less perfectly subordinate to their po- 
litical superiors than most other .offi- 
cers in public Departments. But with 
this defect — or excess — we have noth- 
ing to do at present. "We have only 
to admire the substantial additions to 
a structure which has long challenged 
the admiration of the world. In 1839, 
is is calculated, three letters passed 
through the Post Office for overy indi- 
' vidual of the population; but in 1873 
the average number of letters per head 
had rison to twenty-nine. The gross 
increase of the business is, of course, 
much larger than this, for the multi- 
plication of our numbers has been as 
remarkable as that of our wealth. We 
need nul, However, go back so far to 
mark the augmentation of the Post 
Office business. Every year shows a 
Bteady advance. Thirty-live years ago 
there" were no more than -1,500 post- 
offices, or receptacles for the postal 
correspondence of any kind, in tho 
United Kingdom; ten years since they 
had increased to 15,01)0; and in 1873 
they were more than 21,000. Of those 
several had been added within the 
year— 270 receiving offices and 700 
road letter-boxes. Between six and 
seven hundred now deliveries \vore 
opened in tho period, carrying the con- 
veniences and the illuminating influ- 
ences of the postal service to di stricts 
previously deprived of them. In more 
than 900 other places the deliveries 
have been increased either in area or 
in number. So far it will be seen 
that tho Department is not flagging in 
its policy of pushing out tho ramifica- 
tions of its system into every crevice of 
English life. Tho consequence is an 
increasing business, a growing' re- 
venue, and constantly heavier pros- 
sure upon the staff. More than twelvo 
hundred millions of articles passed 
through the Post Office in 1873, of 
which three-fourths wero letters, the 
rest being newspapers, book-packets, 
and post-cards. All those items snow- 
ed an increase, except tho last, on 
which there is a diminuation of some 
five per cent. "Why people should 
have sent only nineteen post-cards in 
1873 when they used to despatch 
twenty in 1872 is a problem that may 
be explained by the slight fractional 
addition made somo time ago to the 
price, the extra half-penny charged 
upon packets of a dozen. This, how- 
ever, is a very unimportant loss to set 
against the great gains in the other 
sources of income. The Telegraph 
business is nourishing like the eldesf 
branch of the service. Tho numbers 
of ordinary telegrams despatched had 
increased by seventeen per cent, in 
1873 as compared with tho previous 
year; the increase in newspaper 
telegraphing was nearly three 
times as groat; and the 
revenue from private wires is steadily 
growing. The transfer of the work of 
this Department from the old building 
in Telegraph Street to the new and 
stately editice in St. Martin's-le-Grand 
is the sign of a new departuro, and we 
may be sure that the errors of the 
Government Telegraph business will 
not, at any rate, be those of a creep- 
ing caution or a narrow view of tho 
public needs and interests. The ac- 
count givon in tho Report of the pro- 
gross of what we have called the moral- 
izing work of the Post Office is not so 
encouraging as the rest of the story. 
There is progress, but it is neither so 
rapid nor to stoady as could bo desir- 
ed. Tho Post Office Savings' Banks 
held twenty-one millions sterling in 
deposits, or two millions moro than in 
1872, but in a period of unprecedent- 
ed industrial activity and liberal re- 
wards for labour tho wage-receiving 
class ought to have done moro than 
this. Tho increase in the number of 
depositors is not less than 120, 000, and 
this is probably accounted for by the 
additional facilities afforded for de- 
positing, as many as 250 new Post 
Office Savings' Banks having boon 
started during tho year. Tho increase 
in tho Annuity and Insurance busi- 
ness of tho Department is small, but 
there is a steady advances. 

While the labours of tho Post Offico 
are thus being multiplied on every 
hand, and aro sowing tho seed of fur- 
ther labours, the reward reaped by 
the Stato for ita efficient discharge of 
this indispensable function is raising 
in proportion. Tho expenditure of 
tho Department for 1873 amounted to 
£3,793,000, showing an increase over 
the. outlay for 1872 of £108,000; but 
the revenue received was £5, 348, 000, 
showing an increase on tho vear of 
£139,000. Tho augmentation of reve- 
nue thus more than balances tho addi- 
tion to oxponditure, and tho not sur- 
plus is raising no more than ouo mil- 
lion and a half. Tho demands of an 
expanding business aro seen in tho ac- 
cessions to tho stall:', which now 
amounts to nothing short of any army 
of all ranks numbering some 42,000 
men, women, and children. The em- 
ployment of fomalo clerks in toloyra- 



phic work has been found, on tho 
whole, to give satisfaction, and tho 
same class of labour has been intro- 
duced into other branches of postal 
service. Boys are engaged extensive- 
ly as sorters and telegraphic messen- 
gers, Of the entire number of Post 
Office servants, London monopolizes 
nearly one-fourth, but moro than tho 
half of these form tho permanent stall" 
of the Central Establishment at St. 
Martin's-le-Grand. Tho rise in wages 
has been felt by the Post Offico as well 
as by other employers of labour, ond 
this difficulty will probably become 
moro and more perplexing; but if tho 
l'evenuo of tho Department continues 
to expand as steadily and as healthily 
as heretofore, we need not be afraid 
to face the fact of a growing expendi- 
ture. Indeed, it must be faced if the 
Post Offico is to go on ever widening 
its sphere of action; and this wo trust 
it will notecase to do in our time.

The Resignation of Messrs. Humph- 
reys and Saul. 

Tho Issue, Square Government and 
Antl-Covemment. 

Editor Colonist: — Tho most import- 
ant meetiug over hold in this district v/aa 
hold nt tho School-house, Clinton, on Sa- 
turday the '26th iust., and was attended 
by a very large number of oleetors. 'I he 
lui'go room was crowded, all tho available 
standing space boing occupied. 

Mr. J. L. Hughes callod tho mooting to 
order and moved that Goo. Dunne, Esq., 
take the Chair. Seconded by William 
Brown, Esq., and carried unanimously. 
Mr. A. W. Lawson was appointed Secre- 
tary. 

Mr. Geo. Dunne thanked tho meeting 
for the honor conferred on him and brief- 
ly stated tho objoat of tho meeting, 
introducing tho Hon. T. B. Humphreys 
(Reformer), to give an account of his 
stewardship during tho last session of tho 
Local Parliament, 

On Mr. Humphreys taking the stand he 
was received without any outward de- 
monstrations, but a look of satisfaction 
and confidence was plainly to bo seen on 
every face. His first step was to conciso- 
1 j review the acts of last session and to 
explain tho reasons of his opposition to 
the greater part of tho Government mea- 
sures, which was received with marked 
approbation. Ho occupiod the iloor for 
about one hour. During the time one 
could hear a pin drop on tho floor, so in- 
terested wero tho audience with tho plain- 
ness of his explanations and tho very sa- 
tisfactory manuer in which ho divosted 
himself of the trust committed to his 
charge, together with tho happy and ap- 
propriate language in which it was con- 
voyed. 

On his retiring the Chairman introduc- 
ed Mr. Saul, tho junior member, to give 
an account of his stewardship. Ho first 
proceeded to explain his reasons for sup- 
porting the measures which our senior 
member opposed. Ho dwelt at groat 
length on the benefits derived from tho 
expenditure of public money for the 
Grand Trunk or Lowor Eraser Itoad, tho 
Victoria Water Works, Dry Dock, &c. 
He supported and was willing to seo ex- 
pended the money obtained by the capi- 
talization scheme. He was an indepen- 
dent member, exercising his own judg- 
ment, which ho supposed ho possessed. 
Ho had supported the Government mea- 
sures, believing them to bo good. He 
did not go to the House trammeled by 
any instructions from his constituents. 
On making theso assertions several voices 
from tho body of the house poured forth 
a flood of questions respecting pledges 
given at Lillooet, Pavilion, &c, pledges 
now every ono brokon. All this created 
quite a discussion. 

The Chairman, ufter repeated attempts 
to koep order, rose to his feet and in a 
determined and forcible manner declared 
that Mr. Saul must have a hearing. 

Mr. Saul occupied tho iloor for about 
two hours and a half. But in consequtfiico 
of his rambling, disconnected manner of 
speaking, and tho evasive way in which 
he answered the questions put to him, 
created great dissatisfaction. So great 
was the feeling against him that he rotir- 
ed from the floor unnoticod, and it was 
evident that the meeting felt relieved 
from his tiresome and unsatisfactorv ef- 
fort. 

After gotting permission from the Chair, 
Mr. Humphreys again addressed tho 
meeting, stating that it was injurious 
both to tho District and to the country to 
have two members from tho same consti- 
tuency diametrically opposed to each 
other. If the political conduct of Mr. 
Saul was right his must surely be wrong; 
and if, on tho other hand, ho was right, 
then it followed Mr. Saul was wrong. He 
proposed that tho meeting should ex- 
press their approbation or disapproba- 
tion of their conduct respectively; and as 
Mr. Saul hud slated that evening that ho 
possossed tho confidence of a majority it 
followed if that wero true that ho (Hum- 
phreys) had ouly the confidence of tho 
minority. In order to test that question 
ho proposed that they should both resign 
and give tho electors an opportunity of 
leterinining tho matter. 

Then both gentlemen oxoouted their re- 
signations in tho presence of tho audieneo 
which was witnessed and delivered to tho 
Chairman, with instructions to bo for- 
waroed to tho Hon. tho Speaker of the 
Legislative Assembly. 

Mr. Hughes was then called upon, and 
in tho course of a capital speech, criticiz- 
ed rether severely tile actions of Mr. Saul 
and moved the following rosolution, sec- 
onded by Mr. Wm. Brown: 

"That tho Hon. T. B. Humphreys has 
tho full confidence of this meeting." Car- 
ried with but ono dissenting voice. 

After a vote of thanks to tho Chairman 
and Secretary tho mooting adjourned.

The annual meeting of tho proprie- 
tors of this company wns held on Fri- 
day lust, at the head oflices, Royal In- 
surance Buildings, 'North John-street, 
Liverpool. Charles Turner, Esq., 
chairman of the board of directors, 
presided. 

The notice convening the meeting 
having been read, the report, ub fol- 
lows, was taken as read :— 

FIRE DEPARTMENT.. 

The directors have tho pleasure of 
reporting that in Ihis branch of the 
business tho results of the year 18715 
have been the most satisfactory, as 
respects the aggregate amount of prof- 
it realised, which the company has 
ever experienced. 

The lire premiums for the period 
amount-" to £807,405 l!)s. 6d.,"and the 
losses to £436 t 190 10s. After the de- 
duction, of agents' commission and 
management expenses, the profit on 
the transactions of the twelvo months, 
including interest, amounts to £216,- 
227 lGs. fid. During the year the 
business in America has been reduced 
and it will accordingly be observed 
that there is a slight diminution of in- 
come, when compared with 1872. Tho 
account for "unearned premium for 
increased revenue" is therefore closed 
for the present, and the surplus carri- 
ed to fire fund, which is thereby in- 
creased to £35-1, (J;!7 10s. 

U1-E DEPARTMENT. 

During the past year, HOG new pro- 
posals were made to the company. Of 
these 1 ,0!)!) were accepted and com- 
pleted for £514,638, the new premi- 
ums thereon being £17,271 2$. 9d. 
The proposals declined during the 
period nmouuted to £121,74-1. The 
total income from premiums, after de- 
ducting re-assurances, amounted to 
£237,415 10s. 8il., and tho interest re- 
ceived from investments (exclusive of 
that on the annuity funds) was £G4,- 
900 9s. 10d. The' claims duijng tho 
year wero: — Bv death — original sums 
assured "£117,228 17s. Gd.; bonus ad- 
ditions thereon, £7,423 lis. 2d. 3Jv 
matured policies (including children's 
endowments) — original sums assured, 
£1,750; bonus additions thereon £134 
15s.; total, £126,537 3s. 8d. 

In the annuity branch the purchase 
money received for new annuities, to- 
gether with the premiums on contin- 
gent annuities, amounted to £12,451 
Gs. 2d., and the interest to £7,544 0s. 
Thirty annuitants have died during the 
year, the annual payments to whom 
amounted to £1,473 2s. 

The result of the operations for the 
year is that, after payment of all 
claims, annuities, and expenses of 
every description, £158,547 Os. 4d. 
has been added to the life funds, mak- 
ing the totul accumulations of the 
life branch of the company £1,701,523 
lis. lid. 

The quinquennial investigation of 
the life business will be made at tho 
close of the present yenr, preparatory 
to the declaration of a bonus to the as- 
sured at tho annual meeting in 1875. 
The method adopted at the investiga- 
tion of 1870 for securing perfept; ac- 
curacy in the calculations will again 
be followed, and a separate valuation 
of the liabilities will accordingly be 
obtained from an independent actuary, 
in addition to the valuation by the of- 
ficers of tho company. 

During the four years now expired 
the mortality has continued to lie below 
the expectation, nnd tho life fund 1ms 
been increased by a linger amount 
than in any sinilar period since tho es- 
tablishment of the company. From a 
review of the business at the end of tho 
first half of the present year, it may bo 
fairly anticipated that, after making 
ample provision to meet a somewhat 
higher rate of mortality, which the 
recent researches of the Institute of 
Actuaries shew may be anticipated, the 
balance of profit will be satisfactory 
alike to the shareholders and the as- 
sured. oc3

Royal Commission 

EIGHTEENTH DAY. 




Monday, Oct. 5th. 
sequenco of altorations going on 
Supremo Court, tha Court assem- 
Btl at the Attorney-General's oftico at 
a }i past 10 o'clock, the Royal Commis- 
sioners consisting of Chief Justice Peg- 
bie and Justices Gray and Crease opened 
the proceedings, 

Chief Justice, addressing Mr, Kobson- 
You have now got the great causo of all 
the trouble arising from the Texada Mine 
before you. Do you think it right to in- 
form himof the nature of the uddouoe 
sent to him ? 

Mr. Eobson thought this was unneces- 
sary as the matter would now be dispos- 
. ed by evidence of the persons in ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Mason was hero called upon to 
road the evidence of the two persons sent 
•with Mr. DeCosmos' interrogatories, but 
did not proceed. 

Chief Justice to Mr. DeCosmos — I sup- 
pose you havo read the evidence that has 
been given upon this matter? 

Mr. Do Cosmos said ho had done so 
cursorily. 

The Chief Justico here read tho various 
motions that had beon submitted in tho 
Provincial Legislature upon the subject 
and tho amendment of Mr. Walkem which 
■was carried, asking the Governor to 
instituto a Royal Commission to make in- 
quiries upon tho matter of the Texada 
Iron Mine, and as to certain charges pre- 
ferred against certain members of tho 
. Government. 

Chief justico — Wo havo now sat on 
this caso some 18 days, heard tho evi- 
dence of many who knew and many who 
did not. He would now read that portion 
of Dalby's evidence as to DeCosmos be- 
ing appointed agent, and as to his being 
empowered to sell tho mine for SluO.000 
and bo paid by commission, and as to 
Robertson':} evidenco that Dupont was 
jumping his (DeCosmos') mino, which 
DeCosmos did not deny. 

Judge Gray proposed that Mr. Eobson 
ahould now go on with his examination. 

Mr. Eobson suggested that their Lord- 
ships should conduct the examination in 
ehief leaving it for him to cross-examine. 

Chief Justice— With your art, Mr. Eob- 
son, you will be able to draw out Mr. 
pDeCosmos. 

EXAMINATION OP MR. DECOSMOS. 

Mr. Eobson— Would Mr. DeCosmos 
state at what hme.'and under what circum- 
stances he first became acquainted with 
dopoaits of iron boing on Texada Island? 

Mr. DeCosmos would like to know by 
what ritfbt Mr. Eobson questioned him? 

Tho Chief Justico— Wo have asked Mr. 
Robson to conduct the case to spare us 
the trouble. 

Mr. DeCosmos — I am now ready. 

Mr. Eobson desired to correct a romark 
that had passed from Judge Gray repre- 
senting that ho was the originator of this 
movement. 

Chief Justico— You, Mr. Eobson, were 
the only member of the House present on 
the occasion. 

Mr. DeCosmos— To the question put 
■ »s to his connection with Texada Island 
on the first week in July, 1373, said, in 
conversation in my rooms with Mr. Moo- 
dy I said I would like to find some in n 
ore, when Moody said he had some and 
could show it, and that if I would ac- 
company him ho would show me the iron 
ore. I told him I thought an iron ore 
company could bo floated, as iron would 
be wanted for the railway. Moody then 
said he would appoint a time for mo to 
accompany him to Texada; wo left on tho 
steamer Cariboo Fly, on tho lsE of Aug., 
1873. 

Mr. Eobson — Who were with you on 
that occasion ? 

Mr. DeCosmos — Could not sAvear if 
Dftlby was theie, but believed Capt. Eay- 
niur, Mr. Walkem and Dalby were there. 
We proceeded from Victoria to Burrard 
Inlet and thenco on to Texada Island; 
visited tho north end of the island; found 
there a man of tho name of Trim. After 
visiting Texada wo returned to Burrard 
Inlet about the Eh. 

Mr. Eobson--Did anything arise out of 
this between you and Moody on your re- 
turn ') 

Mr. DeCosmos— After my return at the 
whnrf at Burrard Inlet Mr. Watson wish- 
ed mo to take an interest in the mino. J 
said no, I wanted nothing whatever to do 
with it, but if properly arranged for the 
market by Crov>n Grants obtained and 
information as to locality, would endea- 
vor to put it into tho market, and try to 
soil it. Watson was tho first person who 
askod mo. I told Moody I thought I could 
find friends to help mo. Watson told me 
I could havo an interest in it. 

Mr.'' Eobson— When you were at Texa- 
da did you learn what stops had been ta- 
ken in regard to tho diposition of tho iron 
mino? 

Mr. DeCosmos— All I heard was that 
certain parties had taken shares. 1 had 
conversation with Dalby and Moody as to 
getting a title; told them a Crown Grant 
only was valuable, and pre-emption 
claims wero worthless. I advised Nelson 
to go to Walkem for legal information, 
and I went with him. 

Mr. Eobson— What did Nolson want to 
know ? 

Mr. DoCosmos — As to certain claims 
being jumped. 

Mr. Eobson — Did you Hpoak about the 
iron mino whon on tho voyage? 

Mr. DoCosmos — Could not recollect 
any particular conversation; he used to 
examine the charts, as was natural. 

Mr. Eobson — Do you recollect a toast 
boing given on board tho steamer con- 
necting you with tho iron mino and wish- 
ing you succoss? 

Mr. DoCosmos did not. 

Mr. Eobson wished tho evidenco of Mr. 
Gribbell, tho stoward of tho Btoainor, to 
be read. 

On Mr. Eobson again putting the ques- 
tion as to Mr. DoCosmos' recollection ol 
tho words of the toast, tho Chief Justice 
romarkod that Mr. Eobson seemed to as- 
sume tho notion of Nebuohadoezer, who 
askod for information as to dreams he 
could not rooollcct. 

Justico Gray— Porhaps it was an riffair 
of in vino Veritas. 

Mr. DoGosmos—Thoro was no ntt rtttpl 
made at secrecy whon I went up. I un- 



dei'stood a number of claims had boon 
spread over tho Island, and I said it 
would be useless to attempt to sell until 
tho title was clear. On my return from 
Burrard Inlet I wont ovor to Now West- 
minster. 

Mr. Eobson— Did yon givo any di- 
rections to soenro tho land? 

Mr. DoCosmos— I havo no recollection. 
After my return to YictoriaJI heard Capt. 
Clarke had gono to Texada to get posses- 
sion; could not recollect becoming agi- 
tated about it; thought it was from 
Mr. Oliver; could not recollect when or 
where it was told; could not recolloct if it 
was at tho Colonial Hotel or on tho stroot; 
but at tho time told Oliver he could se- 
cure 5 tons of the oro at tho foundry. Ol- 
iver was the lirst to tell mo about tho 
jumping of tho claims; I was not excited 
as represented at tho time, nor angry; I 
am never angry and seldom agitated; it 
was said I jumped up from tho table at 
the hotel, and seemed very oxcitod, and 
damned tho waiter and the brandy; it was 
owing to tho waiter keeping mo somo 20 
minutes for the steak 1 ordered, which 
was so annoying becauso my timo was en- 
gaged. 

Judge Gray— It would bo better if the 
evidenco on this point was read. 

Tho ovidence of Mr. Gaston was hero 
read over. 

Mr. DeCosmos 7 On leaving the hotel I 
do not rooollcct speaking to any person 
about Dupont jumping tho claim. 

Mr. DeCosmos would explain: after ho 
left the hotei to meet Dnlby who asked 
him about the parties who wero jumping 
the land: 1 told him he had better look 
into tho matter and see the parties did 
not jump other claims. I thought Moody 
<fc Co. had taken up their claims in good 
faith, and that Dalby k Co. had bettor 
look after thorn for Moody & Co. had cer- 
tain claims upon the property and wero 
entitled to protection. 

Mr. Robson — What measures wero tak- 
en in conseqnonco ? 

Mr. DeCosmos thought Dalby wont to 
Burrard Inlet about it; tho substance of 
tho conversation between him and Dalby 
was, that Dalby was to seonre any right 
ho had there, and to got as many pre- 
emption rights as they could get. 

Mr. Eobson to Mr. DeCosmos: You 
were appointed as agent to sell tho pro- 
perty? 

Yes, by Moody. I told thorn if thoy 
woro prepared to sell mo an interost in 
tho mine I was prepared to buy or soli 
the property; Moody never gave mo any 
power of attorney . I wrote Moody a letter to 
say I would buy a share in tho mine, a 
fourth a third, or even a half; but said no- 
thing about tho price. To that letter I re- 
ceived no answer. 

Chief Juslice — Did yon not say the 
Company would givo you a share gratis? 

DeCosmos — Yes, I objected at that time 
to re'eeive any share, but offered to sell 
for them. Subsequently I wrote and said 
I would buy part. 

Mr. Eobson— Can you produce a copy 
of that letter? 

Mr. DeCosinos — Yes, I can. 

(Letter produced aud read. The pur- 
port of it was that ho would buy a part of 
the mine, amounting to a third or a half, 
paying to tho Company merely the pro rata 
of coat and expenses.) 

Mr. Eobson — Have 3-011 stated all that 
took place prior to writing that letter? 

Mr. DeCosmos would state tho whole 
matter, aud givo his reasons for the dis- 
crepancy as to his not caring to receive a 
share gratis and subsequently being wil- 
ling to buy. In the first instanco there 
were too many people mixed up in 
it; I nover had any share in tho mine, and 
received no answer to my letter but a 
verbal reply that when they were ready 
with the Crown grant 1 should hear from 
them; I made no application to Dalby, 
but telegraphed to him to say Moody had 
sent no power of attorney. Not a single 
word was said about a good round com- 
mission being allowed me; did not recol- 
lect Dalby mentioning -Slob, 000 as the 
probable value of the mino, nor yet as to 
what commission I was to receive. Never 
recollected saying to whom I thought I 
could sell it; never said I thought there 
would l)e a good chance to sell it to tho 
Dominion Government; never thought of 
anything so absurd. Between January aud 
March, 1871, after my return from Eng- 
land, 1 then made overtures to sell tho 
property. I told them I thought it pro- 
bable I might get §250.000 for it, "that 
would bo .the, minimum; I should 
want 20 per cent, commission. I think I 
was not a member of the Government at 
this time, but think it was after my 
election to the Dominion Parliament. 

Mr Robson—What was tho cause of your 
changed views as to the value of the mine? 

Mr. DeCosmos — Because another exa- 
mination of the oro led to a moro favor- 
able opinion. Nothing occurred at Otta- 
wa to induce me to change my opinion as 
to the value of the mine; had no conver- 
sation with Dr. Tupper about the matter, 
nor yet with Mir J. Macdonald, nor any 
member of this Administration; had no 
basis for action. Had conversation with 
Mr. Mackenzie at Ottawa iu Januray, 187-1, 
about it. and asked him if tho Govern- 
ment would be disposed to grant any bo- 
nus by w iy of protection to our mine. 
He said no, as lie would havo to treat 
other industries in tho samo manner; 
Mackenzie said, if you are going to havo 
iron works, - they had better begin soon, 
as they will bo wanted for tho Railway. 

Mr. Eobson — What did you do when in 
England with regard to Texada? 

Mr. DeCosmos — I did nothing. I had 
no time. Perhaps I did speak of it to Mr. 
Sproat and Mr. Nesmith; I asked Mr. 
Sproat to make inquiries about it, I had 
no power of attorney. 

RJr. Eobson — Do yon recolloct any con- 
versation with i\l r. Dewdney about the 
Silver Mino at Hope ? 

Mr. DeCosmos had no recollection of 
telegraphing to Mr. Dewdney when at 
Burrard Inlet, about tho 3rd or 4th of 
August. 

Mr. Robson— Were you aware that tho 
Government paid tho bill for tho survey 
of tho Silver Mine ? 

Mr. DeCosmos was not, nor of the sur- 
vey made; had no interest in any Silver 
mino in British Columbia. 

Mr. Robson put in a letter from Mr. 
Dewdney. 

The letter was here read, which was as 
follows:-- 

Hope, Sept. 17th, 1871. 
./. Robson, Esq. M. P.. I'. 

Dear Sib:*— 'With roferunco to your re- 
quest that I would inform you of any 
circumstances having come to my know- 
ledge indicating that Mr. DeCosmos or 
Mr. Walkem had become possessed of 
mining property on tho Hope Mountain, 
information having reached you that led 
you to believe such was the ease. I beg 
to stato that all I know of the matter is 
that, on tho 21st July 1873,1 received au- 
thority from tho Local Government to 



survey tho" Yale Silver Mining Company,', 
and prior to leaving Victoria for that lo- 
cality had a conversation with Mr. Do- 
Cosmos in which ho expressed a wish to 
become interested in tho Hope Silvor 
Mountain, and on my telling him that I 
was of opinion that after the survoy was 
completed somo valuable property would 
ho open for Pre-emption, ho asked mo to 
telegraph him from Hope on tho subject 
as soon as I wan in a position to do bo. 

On my arrival at Hope I saw tho agent 
of tho Company, who asked 1110 to await 
tho arrival of Mr. Schooley, who was ex- 
pected up in a fow days. Ho, however, 
did not arrive, and I wont to Yalo to see 
the Secretary of the Company. I ex- 
plained to him that I had been somo days 
at Hopo with my party, and if thoy did 
not want tho survey madejat onco I must 
leave for tho Upper Country, as I had 
other work to do. Ho earnestly requested 
1110 io slop until the arrival of Mr. Schoo- 
ley from below, who know about the 
stakes of the Eureka Company and stat- 
ed that tho Company would willingly 
pay all expenses of dolay. I also, at this 
timo received tho following Telegram: 
BtJBBABD Inlet, Aug. 2d, 1872. 
To Edgar Dewdney: 

Don't leave until you hear from ua. 
Will bo, at Uopo next week. 

(Signed) H. Nelson. 
also; 

BuniuitD Inlet, Aug. 4th, 1873. 
To Edgar Dewdney. 

Don't wait on us; not ready for survey, 

(Signed) Moody. Dietz it Nelson. 

This was at the time Mr. DeCosmos and 
Mr. Walkem were at the Inlet, either imme- 
diately after or before their trip on the" Cari- 
boo-Fly" to Tuxada Island. 

I sent 111 my account to tho Company 
and a copv to tho Government; but as I 
was settled" with by the LATTER I had no- 
further communication with the Company on 
the subject. 

A short timo aftor my leaving Hope, I 
was informed that tho Surveyor who had 
accompanied the party to Taxada Island, 
and Mr. Walkem visited the Silver Mine 
nnd the claims wore surveyed. Sinco 
thou I havo seen two notices in the vicin- 
ity of the Eureka Claim, dated, I think, 
Sept. 11th, 1873, on which the names of Mr. 
DeCosmos' brother and Hr. C. or G. A. 
Walkem appear — claiming some minernl 
land right adjoining the Yalo and Eure- 
ka Claims. 

That is all I know of tho matter, and I 
trust you will not require mo to atteud 
before the Commission as it will bo most 
inconvenient. Yours sincerely, 

(Signed) Eijoau Dewdnev. 

Mr. DeCosmos — • Any questions you 
wish to ask me I shall bo happy to an- 
swer. So far as any jobbery is concerned, 
I deny it. 

Mr. Eobson was proceeding to remind 
tho Commissioners of statements made 
by Dalby and Moody, whon tho Chief 
Justico interposed, remarking that no- 
body could believe what thoso witnesses 
said . 

Mr. Beaven was horo sent for to ascer- 
tain whether tho Government or tho-Com- 
pany paid for the expense of Dewdney's 
survey. He showed by a receipt produc- 
ed that the company hail reimbursed the 
(io e n 1 e it, but the money thoy had paid 
Mr. Dewdney in about a year afterwards— in 
J u/u last. 

The Chief Justice, addressing Mr. Do- 
Cosmos, said ho thought the expenses en- 
tailed upon tho country by the present 
investigation arose to a great extent from 
the witness not having niado a proper dis- 
dinctiou Between his rights and duties as 
a private citizen aud as a member of the 
Government. For a public officer to do 
what he (tlio Chief Justice was not sure 
he (witness) had not done was, under an 
old law. a statutory offence; and that law 
was still in existonce. 
■ Mr. DeCosmos considered he was doing 
nothing wrong, and would do the samo 
tiling again under similar circumstances. 
Closing Scene. 

Mr. DeCosmos, having been told that 
the Commission had done with him, was 
about to leave tho room, when Mr. Mason, 
who was present watching tho proceed- 
ings on behalf of the Government, asked 
him if ho had como to British Columbia 
for tho express purpose of appearing be- 
fore the Commission. 

Mr. DeCosmos replied that ho had, and 
was proceeding to stato the circumstances 
of his sudden decision to present himself 
before tho Commission, when, overcome 
by his feelings, he precipitately retired 
into an adjacent room and imbibed somo 
stimulant. Soon returning, he resumed 
the recital, but had not proceeded far 
with tho recital whon ho completely broke 
down under a paroxysm of passion. Turn- 
ing towards Mr. Eobson, he shook a cane 
at him, hissing from between his teeth: 
,- If it had not been for that Damned 
Scoundrel I should not havo been put to 
the expense of coming here." 

Tho Chief Justico promptly chockod 
him, and ho immediately left tho Court- 
room. 

After order had boon restored the pro- 
ceedings wero brought to a termination 
by the rending of Dr. Tapper's answers 
to tho interrogatories, which, in effect, 
wero a denial of all knowledge of the 
matter, and by tho adjournment of the 
Commission sine die.

Editor Colonist. — Before joining 
the Dominion Volunteers we were in- 
formed that some pay was attached to 
tho service; and when Capt Eoscoe 
read over tho rules and regulations at 
the time of our signing the roll lio in- 
formed us that eight dollars would be 
paid each member of the Companies 
upon tho 1st of July, 1874, upon which 
day we should have been inspected. 

The 1st of July passed without any 
payment being made; and upon our 
roturii from our first moonlight parade, 
abont four weeks since, wo were in- 
formed by Capt lioscoo that a cheque 
fore the amount of pay due was on the 
way from Canada. Still wo did not 
receive it and upon inquiring of Capt. 
lioscoo, when wo returned from our 
parade on Wednesday of last week, 
ho sai.l he did not know when 
it would come or be paid. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I would ask you 
if you think this is right? Tho sum 
is a small one, to be sure, but it looks 
as though the Dominion Government 
did not intend to keep faith with us in 
this matter, any more than they did 
with the Province in the building of 
the railroad and other treaty matters. 
Perhaps we are expected to make our 
claima upon tho Government and then 
have them submitted to arbitration as 
in the celebrated Quarantine claims, 
and have them reduced like the pro- 
fessional gentlemen's account for at- 
tending the small-pox patients which 
has helped to place the credit of the 
Dominion Government in this Pro- 
vince in such a state that when the 
services of a medical gentleman were 
needed a few weeks since to again at- 
tend to Quarantine matters no person 
could be found who would give his 
services to the Dominion Government 
without the payment being lirst secur- 
ed or quaranteed. 

I think, Mr. Editor, that if this course 
is adopted by the Government they 
thoy will tind that whon it is necessary to 
reviewthe members of the Militia, they will 
havo to guarantee their pay, (small as 
it is) aa demanded by tho Doctors re- 
cently, or do without their services alto- 
gether.

Tho report 
of gunpowdorexplosion at Begent's canal 
this morning was heard distinctly inilos 
from the place where it oocurredjllromon 
havo boon dragging tho canal all rooming 
and up to this hour 5 bodies of victims of 
tho oxplosioa, have boon recovored. 
The lights in tho railway stations and 
other buildings, two miles away woro 
extinguished by the concussion; many 
porsons had very narrow escapes from 
death.
